“Cambrai was occupied yesterday by 
the Germans despite the efforts of the 
English. The defence of the frontier 
from Lille to Valenciennes was until 
12 hours ago entrusted to the British, 
who did all in their power to halt the 

jadvance of the enemy, but conditions 
were unfavorable, . 

“The force opposed was one of the 
most highly trained and best equip- 
ped in the world, consisting of a cav- 
alry. division, supported by a battalion 
of infantry with artillery and machine 
guns. So rapid and audacious are its 
movements that in four days cavalry 
has appeared at almost every point 
along the road from Lille to Cambrai, 

“The British were without artillery 
or machine guns, but they had orders 
to hold Cambrai at all costs. Heaven 
knows they tried, They fought for three 
hours desperately and were then com- 
pelled to fall back on Arras. 

“Tl met them retreating slowly before 
a body of cayalry with machine guns 
which decimated their ranks. The re- 
tirement was conducted skilfully and 
cooly and with the assistance of Bel- 
gian troops, who came up in the nick 
of time. 

“There is now a sufficient force to 
oppose any further attack on Arras 
and Bethune, 20 miles to the northwest, 
but it is not unlikely that for strategic 
purposes some further portions of this 
northwest territory must be abandoned, 

“The people of the entire vicinity are 
much alarmed and many are fleeing 
ut every rumor of the enemy approach. 
The panic and stampede of the civilians 
is the cause of much confusion and 
hampers the military operations.”

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ive of Kaiser’s Battleships are Sunk and Many Others Badly Dam- 
aged, While Britain’s Boats all Still Float and Casualties Among 
Sailors of the King Very Slight—Teutons, Thinking Themselves 
Secure, Badly Frightened at Brave Attack and Make Run For It. 
Younger Blood of Navy Tire at ‘Silent Victory” and Engineer 
Raid Which Covers Them With Glory. 


London, Aug. 29—The fleets of Great Britain and Germany 
at last have come to grips and, according to the wireless, a glorious 
victory lay with the British. In a battle off the island fortress of Heli- 
goland, in North Sea, yesterday, the German naval forces lost two 
cruisers and two torpedo boats sunk, while another of their cruisers 
and many of their destroyers were badly battered in a fight with Bri- 
tish warships. The British claimed not tohave suffered the loss of a 
single vessel and declared that ihe fatalities on board the vessels of 
their fleet were small. The island of Heligoland, which lies off the 
mouths of the rivers Elbe and Weser, always had been regarded as a 
point of great strategic value for the protection of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm canal and otherwise in the naval defence of Germany. Recent 
reports had it that a large part of the flower of the German navy lay 
in the waters adjacent to the mouths of the Elbe and Weser and in 


the Kaiser Wilhelm canal, which are now borne out by today’s en- 


gagement. 

The Chronicle says: “A glorious vic+ 
tery has fallen to the British fleet, 
With all the courage and fearless enter- 
prise that distinguished our old offl- 
cers, who mary times went into tha 
very jaws of the enemy, Vice-Admirals 
Beatty, Christian and Moore have con- 
ducted the combined operations in the 
Bight of Hellgoland, where the enemy 
had.all its strength at command, The 
triumph was complete, The German 
light crulsers, Mainz and another of 
the Koeln class, and a third whose 
name is unknown, have been destroyed, 
as well as two destroyers, 

“The tale is probably not complete, 
Evidently a concerted attack was plan- 
ned just as our old seamen would have 
planned It, to begin tin the dark and 
reach its decisive point at dawn. The 
attacking force was ‘the organic first 
battle cruiser &quadron, The ght 
cruiser squadrons and destroyers and 
submarine flotillas were engaged. To 
Vice Admiral Beatty, the flag officer 
longest afloat commanding the first 
battle crulser squadron comprising the 
Lion (flagship), Queen Mary, Princess 
Royal and New Zealand, fell the op- 
portunity and honor which will make 
him and hie officers the envy of the 
whole fleet, 

“The conduct of operations was 
under the direction of Sir John Jellico, 
commander tn chief.” Sir David Beatty 
‘Is one of the most brilllant of our of- 
ficers, and with him were Rear Ad- 
miral Moore and Rear Admiral A, H, 
Christian, also Commodore R. J. B. 
Keyes, Commodore Reginald C. Tyr- 
writt and Commodore Wm, E. Good- 
enough. Complete as was. the victory, 
we have suffered lite, All our ships 
and vessels aro afloat and in good 
order, We must officially note the high 
efficiency of our gunnery, Not a Ger- 
man cruiser escaped, and their de- 
strovers wildly fled to shelter, having 
had one of their number sunk.” 

The importance of the Tritish naval 
victory today Hes In the fact that the 
Lritish fleet, in its daring raid, passed 
behind Germany's Leavily-armed out- 
post on Heligoland Island and engaged 
the German fleet guarding the mouth 
of the Elbe and the entrancé to the 
Kiel canal, 

The British fleet had evidently tired 
of waiting for the German nayy to 
come out into the open and fight and 
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planned the daring raid into the heart 
of the German squadrons clustering 
under the shelter of the guns of the 
fortress of Holigoland, ‘There would 
be nothing untoward in such a yvic- 
tory by the first crulser squadron 
against the German ships of the Mainz 
and Koln class, if fought in the open, 
the battle cruisers of the first squad- 
ron being infinitely more powerful and 
speedy. It was in the sudden rush in 
the dark into the Bight of Hellgoland— 
the swift, unerring stroke, under the 
very muzzles of the shore guhs and 
the smashing of the panic stricken 
crulgers and destroyers that the glory 
of the victory lay, 

The battle crulsers engaged are the 
finest of their type in the world. | Tho 
Queen Mary, the Lion and the Prin- 
cess Royal are ships of the same class 
~-the last word In modern battle cruls- 
ers of 27,900 tons displacement, a speed 
of 28 knots, an armament of eight 13.5 
guns, 16 four-inch ‘Nand four  three- 
pounders, und a completement of 980 
men. The New Zealand, the gift of 
that dominion to the imperial navy, ts 
a somewhat smaller cruiser of 18,800 
tons, with a speed of 25 knots, a com- 
plement of 780 men, and an armament 
of eight 12-inch and 16 4-inch guns. 
Her part inthis first big naval en- 
counter is the first actual ald from the 
dominions overseas to the empire, 

There were, of course, the usual 
smaller fry with the squadron and the 
details of the encounter will be awalt- 
ed with interest. The speedy protect- 
ed cruiser Mainz was one of four pf her 
class. Her complement was 380 of- 
ficers and men. Jn her armament she 
arried’ 12 4-inch guns, The other 
German crulsers mentioned as sunk 
were not very powerful vessels, but 
the fact that the British navy over- 
reached the guns of Heligotand will 
have a far-reaching effect and has 
rudely disturbed the belief of the Ger- 
nian fleet in the protection afforded it 
by shore guns. The moral effect will 
also be’ great, and will relieve the 
monotony of the “watchful waiting’ 
around the doors of the German navy's 
retreat, 

Rear Admiral Sir David Beatty com- 
manded the British forées, conaisting 
of a strong array of torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, battle cruisers and light sub- 
marines. The protected cruiser Mainx 
was sent to the bottom In an engage- 
ment with the light cruiser squadron, 
while the battle squadrons sank an- 
other cruiser of the Koeln class. In 
the general fighting two of the Ger- 
man destroyers were riddled and sank, 
while many others were badly dam- 
aged, One cruiser, battle scarred and 
on fire, drifted away in the mist and 
was lost sight of. 

The British cruiser squadron, accord- 
ing to the seml-official report of the 
battle, although attacked by submarine 
boats and menaced py floating mines 
and the guns from thé German war- 
ships, suffered no serious losses. The 
scout cruiser Amethyst, and the tor- 


damaged but all the ships in the Brit- 
ish fleet were afloat to the end of the 
engagement. The British loss of life 
Was not great. 

Only the strategists expected the 
British squadron on guard to take the 
oftensive.

the German coast and in the neighbor- 
hood of Heligoland, It may be cer- 
tain that the remainder or the Ger- 
man fleét, if it was anchored anywhere 
thereabouts must have heard the firing 
and have quickly learned the result of 
the operations. Whether it would have 
the offect of altering the plans of the 
German admiral and the kaiser it is 
impossible to say, but to sit down 
much longer and learn of nothing but 
lo8ses on their side cannot have very 
good effect upon the morale of the 
German seamen,

“MADE-IN-GERMANY”

Predicts Great Influx of Agri-

Province, 


Charles TB. Griggs, representing the 
Ben Bey, Olympia and La Boheim 
cigars, manufactured by Ed Young- 
heart and company, Montreal, is at the 
King Edward hotel’ this week with 
Jewan Singh (Ben Bey), who is making 
a tour of Canada in connection with an 
advertising campaign being conducted 
for the cigars, especially Ben Beys. 

Mr. Griggs sées little reason for pes- 
simism in Canada, and in Alberta 
especially, because of the European 
war, On the contrary, he believes that 
the cigar and tobacco industries, at 
least, will benefit by it. 

“People will smoke made-in-Canada 
cigars instead of those made in 
Havana," he says. “The Havana cigar 
factories are closing because the Euro- 
pean market has closed. The number 
of clgars shipped from there to Canada 
is fo small that they do not warrant 
keeping the factories open, while the 
tariff keeps them out of the states, 

“Not only should the cigar and to- 
bacco business thrive as a result of 
conditions directly brought about by 
the war, but almost every other busi- 
ness I know of should do the same, 
There will bo a great rush of people to 
the land jn this country, with its vast 
stretches of ths very best land, and 
even that Itself will be beneficial to the 
country, 

“Then there is the question of goods 
which are ordinarily shipped from Ger- 
many and Austria to here, This will 
almost ceaso altogether, partly becausd 
the factories in those countries will be 
closed and partly because the people 
of thia country will hereafter have a 
natural aversion to goods frem there, 

“hat moans, ef course, that Cana- 
dian factories, and, through them, Can- 
adian farms, forests and mines, will 
haye to gupply the goods, If that is 
A cause for pessimism, why is it thal 
the United States, which, commercially, 
ecoupies the game position now ag 
dees Canada, ig taking adyantage of 
the penditions to give heiself a better 
pobition in the werd's commerce?

Forced to Evacuate Their Position. 


London, Aug. 29—Sergeant Loftus, 
writing to his brother in. England of 
the experiences of the British in the 
battle of Mons, says: 

“It came at an unexpected time, 
when we should have not expected any 
Germans, just after revielle. Our cav- 
alry pickets fell back reporting the ap- 
proach of the enemy in force. We lay 
in trenches as our artillery opened on 
them in fine style and soon they return- 
ed the compliment. They were a long 
time finding the range. 

“After about half an hour their in- 
fantry came into view. They were in 
solid squares, standing out sharply 
against the sky line You could not help 
seeing them. 

“We lay in our trenches without a 
sound and they crept nearer and near- 
er. Then our officers gave the word, 
and a sheet of flame flickered along 
the trenches and a stream of bullets 
tore through the advancing mass. They 
seemed to stagger like drunken men, 
and then suddenly they made a run at 
us. 

“By this time our artillery began 
dropping shells among them and they 
broke into open formation, rushing like 
madmen toward the trenches. On our 
left the Germans fell back in confusion 
and lay down wherever cover was av- 
ailable. We gave them no rest and 
soon they were again In flight. 

“Then came more shelling of our 
trenches and another rush across the 
open on our frott. 

“This time they were strongly sup- 
ported by cavalry who suffered terribly 
but came up to our lines. 

“We received them in the good old 


way, the front ranks with the bayonet 
and the rear ranks keeping up an in- 
cessant fire, and after a hard tussle 
they retired hastily, Just as they 
thought themselves safe our infantry 
swooped down on them, cutting right 
and left. % 

“This sort of thing went on through 
the whole day without bringing the 
Germans any nearer to shifting us. 

“After the last attack we lay down 
to sleep in our clothes, but before sun- 
rise we were told to abandon our posi- 
tion. Nobody knows why we had to, 


but we obeyed without a murmur. 

“Tho enemy's cavalry evidently mis- 
understanding our action came down on 
us again in force, but our men behav- 
ed very well and the Germans gave it 
up as a bad job.”

FIGHT N FRANCE 
SAYS LORD CREWE 


Kitchener Almost Forced To 


Tako Steps as Troops Heard 
Africans Seeing Service 


LITTLE RISK OF TROUBLE _ 
IN INDIA; MENENTHUSED 


Many Places From English Co- 
lony Send Gifts to Govern- 
ment and Soldiers on Field 


London, Aug, 28.—Lerd Kitchener, 
secretary of war, announced in houso 
of lords today that In addition to rein- 
forcements to the present expeditioni- 
ary army in France which would be 
receiyed from this country, the gov- 
ernment had determined that the Brit- 
ish army in France should be further 
increaserd, The troops to increaso 
the forces were now on the way, ha 


said, He added that all the gaps in 
the army in France were being filled 
up. 
That the employment of native In- 
dian troops was meant by Lord Kitch- 
ener was later confirmed by the Mar- 


‘quis of Crewe, secretary ot India. The 


marquis sald: 

"It has been deeply impressed on the 
government that the wonderful wave 
of enthusiasm and loyalty at the pres- 
ent time passing over Indian people 
that Indian soldiers “should stand side 
by side with their comrades in the 
British army, 

“India is aware of the employment 
of African troops to assist the French 
army and it would have been a dis- 
appointment to India if they had been 
debarred from taking part in the war 
in Europe. 

“Our army will thus be reinforced 
by soldiers—high souled men—of first 
rate training, and Jam certain that 
they will give the best possible ac- 
count of themselves. I venture to 
think that this keen desire of our In- 
dian fellow subjects so to co-operate 
with us is not less gratifying than the 
same desire shown in the self govern- 
Ing dominions some of whose soldiers 
in due course will mot doubt be fight- 
ing by the side of British troops and 
Indian troops in the war, Of course 
we all know that india does not pos- 
sess an inexhausible reservoir of 
troops and the defence of India must 
in itself be a primary consideration, 
not only to India Itself, but to us, and 
I am able to state that so far this 
external axgression is concerned—of 
which I hope and believe that there 
is no prospect and scarcely a possi- 
bility—inspite of these heavy drafts 
from the Indian army, tho India fron- 
tlers will be fully and adequately so- 
cured. 

Little Risk of Internal Trouble 

“As regards the risks of internal 
trouble, I believe that the enthusiasm 
which pervades ‘all classes and racea 
in India will render anything of the 
sort altogether impossible. 

“That enthusiasm has found vent in 
many different ways—in some Cases 
by gifts of great liberality for the 
service of troops In the field. I am 
tola only yesterday by the viceroy of 
India that some of the principal In< 
dian princesses had sent a gift of 50 
lacs of rupees (about $2,500,000) for 
the use of the troops in the field and 
there have peen on varying ecales a 
number of offers of the kind. 

“{ feel confident therefore that the 
action we take will meet with a most 
enthusiastic reception in India and I 
believe it will be approved by yow 
lordships, the house of commons ar¥ 
by public opinion here generally.”
